‘They would thus find themselves, by circumstances which were 
ray often ‘uuslé there own power, twice sufferers, namely, fret iu the resuipt of less pay during the 
sale term of service ; and secondly in being asked to pay upa large amount at atime when they were 
wt sble to do so, 1b was os regards these men that Mr, Verner asked the meeting to bave’ some 
sideration.

The gentlemen present had heard Mr. Verner soy that during the, time he was acting as g 
tary of the Fund there were several cases in which the hardship of the Rs. 25,000 rule came befon et 
Mr. Verner had been Secretary tothe Fund for a short time during the last ten years ; he did nef 
for whnt lengthof time. Mr. Westland found that only three cases had occurred during thy sa" 
or twelve years in which, under the operation of that ralc, subscribers had to pay up any myn 
make up the minimum subscription of Rs, 25,000. The first of these cases was in 1868-69, 002, 
gentleman had to pay Rs. 8,470 to make up his subscription ; one in 1871-72, in whicha geatiet 
paid Rs, 475 (that almost amounted to nothing) ¢the third case occurred in 1876-76, when a gentler 
paid Rs. 1,818.

In order to sce how Mr. Verner's proposal would work, Mr. Westland had examined the regia 
of the Fund. He thought that when people made proposals affecting the osscts of the Fund ther. ey 
to remember that the responsibility of the management was very considerable, and they ought wae 
making auch propossls, to sce that their proposals would not affect the safety of the assets, Tae 
ought to take steps to gather information as to the effect of their proposals. Mr. Westland 4 
asked the Sceretary whether Mr. Verner had made any inquiries which would justify his thaking th 
present proposal. But Mr, Westland regretted to find that no such inquities had been made? 

As he had said, he examined the registers, and taking the balances for March 31, 18 the 
last date to which they had beeu listed, he made an examination of the amounts paid up by differns 
members of the service ; he found that’ he had to go down nearly sixty momes before he found mac 
than three balances less than Rs. 40,000. ‘The subscription of nearly every person amongst thove 
60 would, by payment of “ordinary” subscriptions only, and without any “ additional,” 
amount to Rs, 25,000, Of the three whose cases he had referred to, one had a residence of 2] 
years and 5 mouths, another 23 years, and another less thau 21, The second had been a bachelor 
all his life, and therefore had subscribed only at unmarried rates, ‘The third, whose subseriptions 
amounted to Rs. 29,000, had been married only for a year or two. Mr. Westland tNen went on to 
examine the next 40 names, that was to say, down to the end of the first hundred, to see how mauy 
were under Rs. 80,000 in their subscriptions. First were two unmarried meu, neither of whom had 
completed 21 years’ residence. Their subscriptions had not come up to Rs. 30,000. Then, thére was 
a gentleman of 17 years’ residence, whose subscription had not come up to Rs. 80,000, but who, as he 
had only subscribed Rs. 75 to the additional fund, appeared to have been married only for a month 
or two, There were also two bachelors of 18 and 19} years’ residonce respectively, and lastly one 
of 19 years’ residence, who had only Rs. 27,400 subscription. This brought Mr. estlaud dowa to 
men of 22 years’ service and of 17 or 18 years’ residence, and even below that point there were some 
who had topped Hs. 80,900; one who had topped Rs. 40,000 ; and one who, though he had wut quite 
done so in 1878, must have done it by 1879. 

He might be told that that wus the result of an exceptional state of things, and that future 
subscribers would not have subscribed the same amounts as the subscribers of the past, fe 
therefore examined the accounts of the gentlemen of the cvld weather of 1868-64 taking their 
* ordmary ” subscriptions only so as to leave out of cousideration every thing but comparative rates 
of salary, Those were the gentlemen who were commonly reputed to be the worst of 
as regards promotion. They, in March 1878, had 14 years ‘aud odd months of service. Io 
Bengal there were 17 of them whose average balances were Rs, 4,928 ; in the North-Western 
Provinces there were 14 whose average balance was Rs. 4,809; aud in the Punjab 1}, with! 
the average balance of Rs. 4,956. Mr. Westland wished to compare these figures with 
the subscriptions of gentlemen of 14 years’ service of the new Fund, namely from 1549.50, 
1850-51 aud 1851-5210 81st March 1865, taking again only the ordinary subscription of 2 pet 
cent. The average ordinary subscription of the 33 men of the cold weathers of 1849-50, 1850-51, 
and 1851-2 who had subscribed up to 1865 wes Ks, 5,777, so that the men of 1863-64, on bebali af 
whom the proposal was made, and whom the members were asked to regatd with some sort of com- 
passion, had falicn short of the men of 1849-1852 by only one-fifth or one-sixth. It was a fair argu: 
ment'that if this very bad year had accumulated in the first 14 years five-sixths o¢ four-fifths of the 
amount of those belonging to the more fortunate ycars, their subscriptions would, at the endvof the 
service, in like manner stand well over Rs. 25,000. So that the fucts of the accumulations appear 
to prove that subscribers, by merely usual subscriptions, aud after even the slow rates of promotioa 
that had provailed, would have paid up all that was required. . ‘ 

The cases which the rule really touched were these. If a person had for a long time of his 
service paid the “additional” rate, then there was no chance of his falling below Re. 25,000. Bot 
it must be remembered that in their fund arrangements members, night during their W4 
service pay subscriptions as unmarried men, and nevertheless have the right of bringing wit® 
upon the Turd on perfectly nominal fine, and some times uo fine at all, when they chow 
very end of their service to marry.

ps aubscriptions—not to the sums mentioned in the eireulur, but to one-third of the valwoof the a 
sion allowances. For the future, however, the manaers proposed to abolish even this rule ; aad nen 
the advocates of the present amendment, nor any one else that he knew of had any intenfion of eouiea 
ing that proposal. If then a subscriber died hereafter without making up his subscriptions to a, 
particular sum, his family would suffer nothing at all, and the danger threatened by the circular » 
purely imaginary. He had done his best to make sense of the words in italies which he had quote 
but he had been unable to discover any sense in which they could be true, 

He would return to the circular. ‘That went on, after the quotation which he had last made, 
the following terms :—‘ The liability to meet this sum retards promotion., Sabscribers linger oy 
lessen this sum, whereas mauy a one might retiro much carlier if he felt that by so doing heii 
not-run the risk of injuring the interests of his wife and children.” Now,sthe last part 
this argument was obviously wrong, if it was intended to imply that subscribers were obliged t 
linger in order to pay more to the Fund if men remain in India after completion of service the 
object is the highcr allowances they will continue to receive as salary, and not the saving of ti 
comparatively petty sum that the minimum rule might call on them to pay the main error whi 
circular contained was tho assertion that 25 years of scrvice were not ordinarily enough to cnabi 
a subscriber to complete his payments to the Fund. This error bad been sufficiently dealt wit 
already, aud he should say nothing further about it now; except that he could nat caxceive wher 
the figures given in the cireular had heen obtained from.

These were the arguments in consideration of which a number of gentlemen had been urzel 4 
disregard the recoamendations of the managers. Was it too much to say that the whole reasooig 
in the Allahabad circular was mistaken and misleading? He conld feel no doubt himself th 
the opinious, both of tie gentlemen who had issued that and of those who had bee 
influenced by it, would have been greatly altered if they could have been. present at that mectin 
and could have heard what bad fallen from Mr. Westland and the other opponents of Mr. Verw 
amendment.

He had no arguments a 
ht to adduce in support of his proposal ; “he trusted only to tke appeal aa misericordiam, Whee 
‘und had so large a surplus, the really hard case of these motherless orphans seemed to desere 
consideration. Looking to the ‘y small amount of moncy—he believed Rs, 50,000 or 60,000— 
which would cover the cost, he thought that some assistatice should be given to these helpless ladies 
out of the abundance at the disposal of the serviec. The charge npon the Fund, moreover 
could not be of any lon for none of the ladies whom he proposed to benefit could from 
the circumstances of the be under 30 years of age. The precise terms of tho amendment 
which he desired to propose were that au addition be made to part of Article 29 of the rules in the 
following words :~ 
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« And daughters coming under the old rules shall receive their full pension of £100 rer annum 
in England (or Rs.GO a month in India), irrespective of private income, until marriage, if or after 
the wife or widow of the subscriber shall have died.” 

He was quite ready to avow that he had canvassed for this proposal, and he did not think any 
‘one could reasonabl; fault with him for having done so. He thought that, if a member 
any proposal to brin right that he should explain his views geuerally aud 
sk for support.

In the case 
those whose mothers were dead they would get the income immediately, The number was abo 
22 under this particular proposal, aud the increase to the ladies whose mothers were alive was 
which valued at £10 per 4 ve 50; 0n the other hand, the immediate increase or pension 
ladies whose mothers were dead was £308, which valued at £13 per £ gave £3,939. ‘The te 
cost to the Fuud would therefore be about £6,500, or valuing it in Indian money, about Rs. 70,00 
Besides there were a great many ladies about whom the Fund knew nothing, ‘There were # great mst 
who were prevented by the property clause from drawing any pension whatever. ‘They were enti 
excluded from the caiculation. ‘The Fund had no knowledge who or how many they wert # 
Mr. Westland should certainly not estimate them at less than 20, and there might be 50.
